a visit to Rome opened his eyes, 
He was born of humble parents in Stradbrooke i 
the county of Suffolk. We hear of him first as f 
student at Oxford where, later, he became the mos?" 
celebrated master of his day "the only living maf! 
in possession of all the sciences" according pe 
Roger Bacon. + 
In 1235 he was elected Bishop of Lincoln, England! |" 
largest and most populous diocese at the time. Aft 
once he instituted a visitation to remove abuse}ti 
in the diocese. He found immorality in the monaspy 
teries and, in the parish churches, clergy whosphy 
wordly lives or illiteracy made them unfit fohu 
their task.
